An 
fo thecoming of Saturn was caule of paowels upon peowels, 
arp of many fain, and thep enfoeced one another to buftlp to 
their work, fat the moft part of the bap thep fought fo that: 
none Might gloap of bittogy, noz bee troubled foe Difcomftuze. 
But in the end, when the Titanoys faw the Sun decline, ag be< 
ing cobetous of gioap and moz hip, at one.crp that Titan made 
wear Saturn, Lycaon and Egeon, with manp other, enclofed a: 
haut bim, (he being from bis company, pis Chariot beoken bp 
force of ol-apes Cand gabe him many wounds:and finallp thep 
tack bim. And that which 1s wozle, fhep were fo difcevraged, 
shen thep tnderftocd that Saturn was taken, that thep lott the

be moze. Among a other, Cibel, Vefta, and Ceres, mabe great 
forrot without ceating + foz Titan that neber lobed them.came 
theninte the alace.and pul in Wzifon Saturn and bis wife,and: 
feeo2e they (ould neber Depart thence, till they bad put to death 
all their Sons that were come ofthem. Aun furthermoze,. Ti 
tan div cate bimfelf to be Crowned hing ot Creet. Zo spared 
riot: 
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not the infinite prayers and oztfens that Dame Vetta made to 
Titan, inthecompattton of her Son Saturn, and of Cibel, foz 
fheir deliverance, moz the fair {peaking of Ceres, noz the tears 
were of no balue. Lhe moze prayers thep made unto. Titan, the 
moze thep found him crucl and bard hearted. We did erecute 
and put to death all them thar held oz were appertaining to the 
party of Wing Saturn, and bp the (pace of fourdaps, beredand 
troubled Crcet mm robbing and Wedding the blood of the Citi. 
sens, and be pertecuted notonip the men,but alfo women and 
childzen,and took their goods and parted among them that beld 
on bis partp: when Vetta fa all thofe things happen in the 
Citp,and thar her Son Titan governed bimlelf fo malicioufipand 
alway wmoate and woele, without anp compaliton onthe people, — 
fhecame to the peifon where Saturn and Cibel were, and fain 
fo them mith a mouth fotding Delozous fighs. Alas my childzeq 
wpat will pedo? Ghat thall becomeof pou? Bop thall pee be 
fapen? he Land of Crect tg not only Downed bp the teare 
and tweepinaof pour bett friends, but with thetr bied,and with 
rhe bicod of theie wites and cbildzen. And the heart o€ Titan ig 
fo terrivle bard and obdurate, that pe thall Dpe here in mifera: 
ble grief, oz pou muft put pour Song to death, Since trig fo, it 
ig better that thep be put to dDearh,and that pe fend to feek them, 
then fo2 pour life is none uber remenp.

ther and Marber, aid fo much Cpeed him that be entred into 
Creet, Saturn and Cibel with Vetta were at the @ate, which re: 
ceived bim honourably, and beought him to the Walace; where 
be was feafied with the thing Mellifeus. and Archas, in Cuch fas 
ion that itcould be no better. at the coming of Jupiter many 
Fears were wept foz joy, bp Dame Cibel and Vetta, Cibel hist | 
and beclipe oftentimes ber Son: and all they of the Countrep 
came thither into the {alace to featt ano tworthip Jupiter, and 
alfa they gabe bim manp great gifts. and it ig nor ta be fozgot: 
ten, Hot Saturn reconctied bimfelf unto im, and gabe him a 
flateas to bis Son. During thete things, the bodp of Titan 
was tearched among the dead bodies, bp the commandment of 
Saturn, and there wag made fo2 him a folemn Dblequie, as i 
eppertained toa Bing, and tikewile unto bis Song that were 
found dead in the Battel. Ail the Song of Titan tere not pes 
ritbed and dead in the battel: foz among all other, Topetusana 
Briarius toere leftalive andaed: that ig to fay, Briariys was 
fled inte the Bfle of Greece, named Nericos; and Topetus fied in: 
io a part of Libie there he inbabiten : and he bad with bim 
(bree Sons, mbereot the eloeft mag-named Atlas, the fetonad 
Hefperus, and the third named Dimfelf Prometheus, Atlas Divel= 
ied in Libie, and Hefperus reigned in Spain, and. tere both. 
hang uithed bp Hercules,as thail be repeartep in the fecand book. 
dBhen Saturn and Jupiter bad done the oblequies of the Ti- 
fanoys, tpbings came to Jupiter that Apollo Ring of Paphios 
badtaken part with them rhat fed trom the batte] of the Tis

make an {mage o2 Statue of awomanin opal attpre, that 
gave meat fo many fimall Jmages of litrle Chtidzen , in re: 
membeance thar the had faned the life of ber Childen. and wher 
this Lempie was perfeced and made unto the Dedication, Sa- 
curn and Cibel came thither with all the Pobies of the Couu: 
frp,anh made ¢ great folemnity,that dured fifteen daies in great 
giadnels. And at this great feat and merriment failed not ju- 
piteranDIuno,; fo2 about theend of this folemnitp, the obles 
of tye Country treated therr marriage, and the Pues of the 
Semple of Cibel affured and betrorhen them fogetper. Anthe 
fame DLemple their Spoulals were made and celebrared with 
greatglozp, not poftible to be rejearfed. And Iupiter and Tuno 
lap together, andengendzed a Daughter, thar they namen Phe- 
be, Wye Partheniansfo2 memozp of this marriage, founded a 
Gemple, wherein thep ler the Image of Iuno. And after tus 
piter wlarried Luno, thep madein that Lemple an Smnibverlarp 
Feak, which was held in manner of a wedding, aftec thete 
things, Saturn returned inte Creet, and Pluto into a part of 
Theflaly, wobere be founded the Citpof Hell, thereof Hril be 
fpoken in the fecend book, and Neptune returned into Athens, 
tobere the Athenians made him ingas tocll fo2 his berfues ag 
thathe was Son ofSaturn,at that time che moft renomned Bing 
of the woeld.

and failed all thar dap without finding anp Adventure. But ow

Philotes and bis felk, were furnitben 
with Arms and Barnels, and made them all readp to defend 
thewlelbes, and with little talk, thep of Calcide aifatlen Phi- 
lotes, avd Philotes, and his folk employed them at theic de: 
fence. {he battel mas great, but li foztune and mitbap turn: 
ed in fuch wile upon the fellotes of Philotes, that thep tuere all 
fain. Andromedus-had two biundzed men in bis company, all 
azobbers onthe Sea. Ahele Whieves (mote itercelp woon Phi- 
lotes, and hewed bis arms, ftriking, and giving bim manp 
wounds. But bis ffrong refiflance peofited Him but little, 
forin the end be was taken and bound, and Lyncus was Deliters 
ed and tmbound from the bonds of Hercules. 

Lyncus bad great jop of bis delibferance: thanked his gooa 
friend Andromedus. After this be told bim how be teas taken, 
and bow Hercules pad diffipated and defiroped the Centaures. 
And among other he named manp of bis friends that weredead, 
whereat Andromedus pan fo great dilpleafure, that be foze ins

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-continently be would revenge it. hat as Hercules, had flsin 
bis friends, In like manner be woul’ defirop his kinstoibs. We 
{aid te yim, that Hercules was gone inte Hell.<ind atier Deman: 
Ded, pow he would revenge him upon the friends of Hercules:ang 
thereupon theo were long thimbing. Zn theend, when be bad 
taken adotcee Andromedus tonclubend, tharhe teould atfari rhe 
City of Thebes, andithe might get i bpatiault, be mwould flea 
the Wing Creonand all themot vis bleed. 
eMith chix conclufion,came thitver ali the Gallere of Andro- 
medus, in which be bad eight thoutand fighting men. Andro- 
medus made them to return fomards Thebes, and as baftilp ag 
He might, be entred into the Wealm, wafting and deftraping 
the Countrep bp fire and fvoo2d fo terribly, chat the tidings 
came unte Wing Creon. Gdyenbhe knew of the coming of tye 
wing Andromedus, and that without Defiance, be made hiat 
ar, pe founded to Arms, andaliembied a great company, and 
Enotwing that Andromedus was come Ingo a Cerfain place, be 
fffued out of Thebes all armed,and Drought his people uven igs 
Enemies, that recerped them jopfullp. And fet themteloes in 
ober againft them, and. jopned tyeir Battels. Whecre was 
great on both fides, {pears, (wo2ds, Darts, quilarms, arrows 
and poleayes tere fet on woak.

Lyncus and: Andromédus fought baliantly : ijing Creon ana 
Amphitrion fafied not, there was blood abundantly hed on both 
foes. he battel was cruel and fharp, fo that Andromedus 
and jis people,got ground from them of Thebes,and conftraine 
fhem fo retire : wherest wing Creon yad greae fozrot, and put 
bis men again inarrap, cafting himlelt in the greateil paels of 
the batfel, where be fought mogtallp, and mabe fuch Naughrer 
amon bis enemies, that Lyncus an0 Andromedus heard af the 
skirmitp, andcame together.

CHAP. VIAUIL. 
How Herenles entred into Thebes in an unknown habit; and how 
he put to death the Giant Lyncus and his Complices, and his 
Wife Megara, | 


WV Bile Op the Sword of Lyncus and Andromedus, Thebes 
was faken, Lyncus erercifed chere manp tpaannies. Foz 
Andromedus departed, leaping Lyncus there, with four DUH 
Ded men of ir, to keep the Cirp, and to old it under bis 
command, Lpus were the Centaures revenged. Juno coming 
inta Thcbes, réjopced greatlp when fhe found it Defolate, full of 
GHidows and Dephans, and in the bands of Hercules his estes 
mies: then great were the lamgntations of Megara: but Am- 
phitrion being nigh ber, comfozted ber. Lyncus came manp 
times to her into the Waifon, and requefted her love in the bett 
manner he could. Bet bis fair words availed fim not, fo2 be 
found her conftant and firm, always keeping inviolable ber cha:

74 ow, that Hercules, Philotes, end Thefeusbevarten Sart 
fe Thebes, and ment inte manp Winghome feeking’ theic 
abnenttires.. And patiirg by Lycia were Hercules mag cepa ted 
shinit, ona day (pep tame inte Mirmidonie, unte the Balace of 
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ing Elon, tohole Son Jafon had enterpzised to fail into the 
Alle of Colchos, and made all things ready, @Myen Hercules 
yad been featted of Jafon, and of Duke Peleus, and knew thar 
Jafon would conquer the Fieece cf Gold, pe peomiced thar be 
weuldaccompanphim. Anbdif Fortune would favour him, he 
onld adventure to being bis eniecpatse tosnend. Lo be brief, 
Jafon and Hercules mabe readpa goed Sbip, letting out to Sea, 
and renewed not their bituats, rl thep came co the Wort of 
Troy. And then hep could not renew them at the Woat, for the 
Bing Laomcdon was then m Troy, and had foatified maryel- 
louflp the City again: knowing chat there was landing at hts 
Wozt a Ship full of Greeks, he lent down a mefenger, thar 
Commanded them rudelp, thar thep Mould depart thence, anv 
vat be was enemp fo rhe Greeks. Jafon (as Captain of the Ar: 
mp) anlwered courteouilp the Beifenger of the Wing Laomes 
don, and pzaped bim,that be might babe bictucis fo2 bis monep: 
Abe Weilenger antwered him, ebat be ould have none there, 
unlefs be gor it with the Swoed. When Hercules could be fiz 
tent no longer, but {moze te the Trojan, that if be might re: 
turn from the vopage that bebadenterpetsed, bewould pet once 
again defirop Troy,anbd not leaoe one {tone upon another. til 
this conclufion, Hercules and Jalon departed from Troy, am 
Up Foztune hep were beought to the oet of Lemnos, where 
remgned a Queen named Hyliphyle, who tare amozoug of fa- 
fon, a3 is Contained im the Bitioap of Jafon. Jn this Woar of 
Lemnos, Hercules eas adbertifed, that thereby tas a Bing 
named Phineus, which tufercd himfelf to be governed by ana: 
varicious woman, Phineus had been married te another woman 
befoze, and bp per bad two Sons. Whele two were weongfullp 
banithed by their flepmether: and the mas fo coverous, that the 
took fram the Bing bis riches, and held greater ftate than be: 
Hercules pearing thereof, be went and “fpake to ting Phine- 
us, and to the Queen, and thewed them their bices im Cuch mans 
ner, that the tro Chifdeen were called back fram exile, and the 
King held his eitateroval, When Hercules regurned into Lems 
_nos, and fetting to Sea with Jafon, fatied to the Afe-ef Col- 
chos, where Jaton bp the pelp of Medea, conquered the Sheen 
with 
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wit) the fleece of Golb, and carried it with hrm nits Greecee 
Shen Hercules commended jafon greatly among bis Warents 
and Friends, and Tpake of the unkindnels of Bing Laomedon, 
bow be pad (wo2n to defirop Troy, fo2 the diftonrtefe rhat La- 
omedon pad offered them. Lbhen thep altogether with Hercu- 
les, potped Troy’s Defiructior : and concluded upon the dap of 
their Departure, and after mate ready rhetr Hips,and other peo: 
witions. en Hercules kept pis Covenant fo weil, thar at the 
Day concluded, the whole Armp put tozth te Sea, and having a 
gentle Gdlind, thep fhoatip arrited at the Woztof Troy, with 
fogreatan Bolt, that Laamedon Durft net interrupt their lana: 
mg. 
Jafon teas at that time, trabelling to feek adventures. Her- 
cules pad toith him manp fable men, and amony others, there 
were with him the Wing Thelamon, Ajax, the Duke Nettor, 
Caftor, Pollux, Thefeus, ard many Wings and Dukes. Gt the 
landing ef this oat Cwhich was of ftrong entre) Hercules, that 
norbing Doubted bis enemies,cauled fo found the Drumpers and 
Dahows, and made fo grear t voile tert them, that rhe Malis 
of Troy, and of the Walace ecchoed therewith, fu that Laome- 
don feeing (out of one of his ddlindows) the Poll of his Ene- 
mies, mas a great while thinking tebether he bauld qo to bar: 
tel again themo2no. Sc then tt bappened,that as be mas thug 
penfive, he locked toward the Darker place, and law there moze 
than thirty theufand armed men: which enflamed bis beart, 
that be hentand armedhim, and (all bis thoughts and penfines 
nefs fetapart) came to bis people, whom he bebred to da their 
uttermost. And after, bimtel€ trufting in Fo2tune,iifued out in 
tothe field in adder of Battel, with acod conduct: although be 
fuppofed Hercules ta bein the Army that teas landed at the 
Wort, be marched uta bis enemies,that were Joptul at his com: 
ing. Gnd then began the Greeks and Trojans a hor skirmiD 
with fuch fianghter, that rbere was may flaim. Hercules failed 
vot to beat Dolan his enemies, and cafting his eves onbigh, et: 
ped the Banner wRopal ef Troy: be tatd on the right fide, and 
on tye lett, mith bis Club he beat down uumedfurably, thar be 
came to the Banner, and firsing there Laoemdon, fe laid on 
him 
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bins toith bis Club on bis heim, chat be ptecced big brain pay 
and pe fell down Dead among many Trojans: and ended bis me 
. ferablenite. Oi 

After this, he fought fo valiantly with them that held the 
Banner, that he bear tt toton;, then ail the Trojans were dit: 
comffed, and crped fia, fie. Gurbthisctre, theo began to re: 
fire unta the City, thinking tofave themfeloes, Wutrhe Greeks 
purtued them fo clole, that they fiew manp-of them tn their 
flight. he refi entrep the City, fo troubled fo2z the dearth of 
Hing Laomedon, that there was little Defence antong them: The- 
lamon was the firfl man that entred Troy, and Hercules the fe. 
cond: and then Hercules found well, be was right baliane. 
Priamus was notin Troy af that time, bur mas gore inte the 
Gaft, atthe commandment of Laomedon, after be wig refurys 
enfrom Thebes. sfoztune paving caft Dorn Bing Laomedon bp 
the firong band of Hercules, the Grecks entred. imte Vion ang 
Willaged it, and did Wanfack all the Dreafures of Troy. Ann 
thep took Exione the Daughter of the Ring, whont Hercules qahe 
mito Thelamon,requefting him to take ber,tozalinuch ag he wag 
the fir ehatentred the City. And when thep bad taberalf thep 
fought good in Troy,foz a final benqeance,Hercules beat doy 
the Lowers and buildings, and fired them : tharthep tefenot 
one fione upon another.

with flrokes, that thep baonghr to death moze than fifteen buns 
DzedLybians. Gen their for failed, Antheon {pang into the 
greateft prefs, as the moft valiant, and fuppofed weli to have 
skirmi fed with bis enemies: but when Hercules fa bim come, 
be laid band on his Club,and put him foath befoze,and gave him 
fogreat a ftroke, that he made bis ead to bow onthe lefr fide, 
Antheon had bis Zteo2d lifred up to hage fmirten Hercules, 
when be received the froke that Hercules gave him, bp tobich 
vis firoke was beoken. Peverthele(s he laid between his teth, 
vewould repengebim. Sobhelifted up his Smeedagain, and 
firoke Hercules fo pebementlp, that with the firoke be baake pis 
Shield. When Hercules knew that the Gpant twas a man of 
great Hrength, pet notwithftanding, befmote bim the fecond 
time with bis Club: thus Hercules and Antheon gave each oo
